Take No Chances 


People in all sections of the nation, during tin* last few 
months, have been much alarmed over the outbreak of infan 
tile paralysis in tho east. That there lias been abundant cause 
for anxiety is attested by the toll of death and suffering which 
New York City and New York State and New Jersey, daily 
record. 
The disease is terrifying not only btu* a use of the large per­ 
centage of deaths among the victims it seizes upon, but be­ 
cause it, in the great majority of instances attacks the little 
children and infants. 
It is a disease too, which but rarely, 
in comparison to other infections or contagious diseases, at­ 
tains an epidemic form and it is a disease which the medical 
profession is not as well fitted to combat as it is others which 
attain epidemic form. 
The recognized symptoms an* easily confused with those 
which result from the most common ills of childhood, even 
such as follow the minor hurts* 
For instance, one of the symptoms is a slight limp, an 
unsteady walk or a tendency to drag one foot, results that 
would very naturally follow a hurt or a sprain. The fever and 
nausea are common to all childhood ills. 
Looking then to the recognized symptoms or indications 
the large number of quarantines reported is not remarkable. 
Rural Ohio has been particularly fortunate iii escaping 
an outbreak of tin* disease and also iii avoiding an undue pub­ 
lic excitement which would lead to the inconvenience and cost 
of wholesale quarantines. 
Much of the credit for the existence of both highly satis­ 
factory conditions is due to the earnest vigilance of the phy­ 
sicians. 
* 
Washington and Fayette county have been particularly 
fortunate, but our physicians have never 
relaxed 
in 
their 
watchfulness and have never taken any chances in guard­ 
ing faithfully the public interest. 
The one or two cases where symptoms justified physici­ 
ans in believing that there was a possibility that it might develop 
into dread infantile paralysis, have been p r o m p t l y isolated and 
in effect, quarantined, but so quietly that no public elnino! oi 
fear resulted. 
In the few instances thus far tin* symptoms 
were proven to have been the result of minor hurts and the 
surveil atlee was removed. 
Our physicians are right in taking no chances and IIicn 
are right in doing their work of guarding against possibili­ 
ties quietly and effectually, rather than relaxing their real 
watchfulness to indulge in bombast ie talk and pretentious dis 
play or to settle foolish arguments.
